Emphasizing the government’s 
poli¢y of building new roads for 
safety, Mr. Taylor stated that 
there are 46 smal! bridges over 
the old road while there are none 
on the new highway. The new 
highway also eliminated more 
than 100 turns that exist in the 
old road. 

Replying to persons and frenps 
demanding new highways, the 
minister asked them to be pattent 
as the government’s noliey is to 
bui'd new roads and greatly im- 
prove others in areas whére they 
would serve the most people.

Devious Oriental Diplomacy 


The U.N. negotiators for a cease fire 
agreement in Korea, have shown commend- 
able patience with their North Korean and 
Communist China contemporaries. Over a 
long period patient efforts have been taken 
to make no move that would give their op- 
ponents an excuse for breaking off the con- 
ference, But the Communist powers have 
been stalling quite obviously in the expecta- 
tion that better gains, or favorable events 
would permit them to call the whole thing 
off. 


The diplomacy of the East is akin to 
that of the Soviet leaders in Moscow. The 
Russians are fundamentally Asiatics in their 
mental processes, Premier Stalin himself was 
born in Asia, in the state of Georgia. The 
diplomacy of the East is always devious and 
deceptive and the West has difficulty in 
understanding the Oriental mentality. One 
needs only to remember the Japanese nego- 
tiators in Washington before Pearl Harbor, 
when, even while negotiations were in pro- 
gress for a peaceful settlement of differences. 
bornbs were dropped on the U.S, Navy at 
Hawaii. 

But it seems now as if at long last the 
negotiators in Korea have reached a point 
where an understanding and settlement of 
the big cease fire problem can be expected.

Justice For Alberta . 

It almost looks as if Alberta and the 
prairies were on the verge of obtaining jus- 
tice in the matter of the equalization of 
freight rates. The House of Commons, has 
completed passage of the Liberal govern- 
ment’s legislation dealing with the contro- 
versial freight rates. 

The Prairie provinces, and Alberta in 
particular. have suffered long enough under 
the injustice of the quarrel between the 
East and the prairies. and the extreme West 
and the central provinces, over this matter. 
Now the fairest and most equitable distri- 
bution of freight rates for the whole of 
Canada is likely to be realized. It only re- 
quires approval of the Senate to become 
law. 

It is depressing, however, to note 
Premier Johnston’s public statement on the 
matter, as published in the newspapers. 
British Columbia has for long enjoyed an 
advantage over Alberta in the freight rate 
system and the B.C. Premier has only nar- 
row provincial interests in mind when he 
objects to Alberta getting a chance to ship 
its grains and other goods at the same freight 
rates costs as the Coast farmers and manu- 
facturers enjoy. Why, now that transpor- 
tation facilities are so greatly increased and 
improved and brought up to modern stand- 
ards of speed and efficiency, should any part 
of Canada be discriminated against by the 
government or railways. Why should any 
sectional outlook prevent Canada from be- 
coming as rapidly as possible a united and 
single country?

Ten-cighty can only be used in 
the winter time, as it would affect 
the area in summer, Only a small 
amount of the poison is needed, 
and it can be administered only by 
a gvovernmetnt official. 
posted all around the area where 
the poison is nlanted, and it must 
be placed at least a mile from 
the nearest farm house. 

The body of the stricken coyote 
is as dangerous as the original 
bait, and farmers and trappers are 
warned that the bodies of dead 
coyotes definitely must not be 
handled by anyone. 

The use of 1080 will not affect 
the present use of cyanide guns, 
which are commonly used to kill 
the raiders. The guns are freely 
distributed throughout Alberta, 
but a specialist must be called in 
where 1080 is to be used, 

Mr. Longman added that the 
cyanide guns have killed about 
175 coyotes in the last two 
months, and the equipment fs still 
available to any municipalities 
who wish to use it.
